AN ACT
Making appropriations for the Department of the Interior

and related agencies for the fiscal year ending September

30, 1996, and for other purposes.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,2

That the following sums are appropriated, out of any3

money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the4

Department of the Interior and related agencies for the5

fiscal year ending September 30, 1996, and for other pur-6

poses, namely:7
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TITLE I—DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR1

BUREAU OF LAND MANAGEMENT2

MANAGEMENT OF LANDS AND RESOURCES3

For expenses necessary for protection, use, improve-4

ment, development, disposal, cadastral surveying, classi-5

fication, acquisition of easements and other interests in6

lands, and performance of other functions, including main-7

tenance of facilities, as authorized by law, in the manage-8

ment of lands and their resources under the jurisdiction9

of the Bureau of Land Management, including the general10

administration of the Bureau $570,017,000 $565,936,000,11

to remain available until expended, of which not more than12

$599,999 shall be available to the Needles Resources Area13

for the management of the East Mojave National Scenic14

Area, as defined by the Bureau of Land Management15

prior to October 1, 1994, in the California Desert District16

of the Bureau of Land Management, and of which17

$4,000,000 shall be derived from the special receipt ac-18

count established by section 4 of the Land and Water Con-19

servation Fund Act of 1965, as amended (16 U.S.C. 460l–20

6a(i)): Provided, That appropriations herein made shall21

not be available for the destruction of healthy, unadopted,22

wild horses and burros in the care of the Bureau or its23

contractors; and in addition, $27,650,000 for Mining Law24

Administration program operations, to remain available25
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until expended, to be reduced by amounts collected by the1

Bureau of Land Management and credited to this appro-2

priation from annual mining claim fees so as to result in3

a final appropriation estimated at not more than4

$570,017,000 $565,936,000: Provided further, That in ad-5

dition to funds otherwise available, and to remain available6

until expended, not to exceed $5,000,000 from annual7

mining claim fees shall be credited to this account for the8

costs of administering the mining claim fee program, and9

$2,000,000 from communication site rental fees estab-10

lished by the Bureau.11

WILDLAND FIRE MANAGEMENT12

For necessary expenses for fire use and management,13

fire preparedness, emergency presuppression, suppression14

operations, emergency rehabilitation, and renovation or15

construction of fire facilities in the Department of the In-16

terior, $235,924,000 $242,159,000, to remain available17

until expended, of which not to exceed $5,025,000, shall18

be available for the renovation or construction of fire fa-19

cilities: Provided, That notwithstanding any other provi-20

sion of law, persons hired pursuant to 43 U.S.C. 146921

may be furnished subsistence and lodging without cost22

from funds available from this appropriation: Provided23

further, That such funds are also available for repayment24

of advances to other appropriation accounts from which25

funds were previously transferred for such purposes: Pro-26

For expenses necessary for management, protection,21

and development of resources and for construction, oper-22

ation, and maintenance of access roads, reforestation, and23

other improvements on the revested Oregon and California24

Railroad grant lands, on other Federal lands in the Or-25

egon and California land-grant counties of Oregon, and26
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on adjacent rights-of-way; and acquisition of lands or in-1

terests therein including existing connecting roads on or2

adjacent to such grant lands; $91,387,000 $95,364,000, to3

remain available until expended: Provided, That 25 per4

centum of the aggregate of all receipts during the current5

fiscal year from the revested Oregon and California Rail-6

tum of all moneys received during the prior fiscal year19

under sections 3 and 15 of the Taylor Grazing Act (4320

U.S.C. 315 et seq.) and the amount designated for range21

improvements from grazing fees and mineral leasing re-22

ceipts from Bankhead-Jones lands transferred to the De-23

For administrative expenses and other costs related4

to processing application documents and other authoriza-5

tions for use and disposal of public lands and resources,6

for costs of providing copies of official public land docu-7

ments, for monitoring construction, operation, and termi-8

nation of facilities in conjunction with use authorizations,9

and for rehabilitation of damaged property, such amounts10

as may be collected under sections 209(b), 304(a), 304(b),11

305(a), and 504(g) of the Act approved October 21, 197612

(43 U.S.C. 1701), and sections 101 and 203 of Public13

Law 93–153, to be immediately available until expended:14

Provided, That notwithstanding any provision to the con-15

trary of section 305(a) of the Act of October 21, 197616

(43 U.S.C. 1735(a)), any moneys that have been or will17

be received pursuant to that section, whether as a result18

of forfeiture, compromise, or settlement, if not appropriate19

for refund pursuant to section 305(c) of that Act (4320

U.S.C. 1735(c)), shall be available and may be expended21

under the authority of this or subsequent appropriations22

Acts by the Secretary to improve, protect, or rehabilitate23

any public lands administered through the Bureau of24

Land Management which have been damaged by the ac-25

tion of a resource developer, purchaser, permittee, or any26
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unauthorized person, without regard to whether all mon-1

eys collected from each such forfeiture, compromise, or2

settlement are used on the exact lands damage to which3

led to the forfeiture, compromise, or settlement: Provided4

further, That such moneys are in excess of amounts need-5

ed to repair damage to the exact land for which collected.6

MISCELLANEOUS TRUST FUNDS7

In addition to amounts authorized to be expended8

For expenses necessary for scientific and economic11

studies, conservation, management, investigations, protec-12

tion, and utilization of fishery and wildlife resources, ex-13

cept whales, seals, and sea lions, and for the performance14

of other authorized functions related to such resources; for15

the general administration of the United States Fish and16

Wildlife Service; and for maintenance of the herd of long-17

horned cattle on the Wichita Mountains Wildlife Refuge;18

and not less than $1,000,000 for high priority projects19

within the scope of the approved budget which shall be20

carried out by the Youth Conservation Corps as author-21

ized by the Act of August 13, 1970, as amended by Public22

Law 93–408, $498,035,000 (less $885,000) $496,978,000,23

to remain available for obligation until September 30,24

1997, of which $11,557,000 shall be available until ex-25
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pended for operation and maintenance of fishery mitiga-1

tion facilities constructed by the Corps of Engineers under2

the Lower Snake River Compensation Plan, authorized by3

the Water Resources Development Act of 1976 (90 Stat.4

2921), to compensate for loss of fishery resources from5

water development projects on the Lower Snake River:6

Provided, That unobligated and unexpended balances in7

the Resource Management account at the end of fiscal8

year 1995, shall be merged with and made a part of the9

fiscal year 1996 Resource Management appropriation, and10

shall remain available for obligation until September 30,11

1997: Provided further, That no monies appropriated12

under this Act or any other law shall be used to implement13

subsections (a), (b), (c), (e), (g), or (i) of section 4 of the14

until expended.26
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NATURAL RESOURCE DAMAGE ASSESSMENT FUND1

To conduct natural resource damage assessment ac-2

tivities by the Department of the Interior necessary to3

carry out the provisions of the Comprehensive Environ-4

mental Response, Compensation, and Liability Act, as5

amended (42 U.S.C. 9601, et seq.), Federal Water Pollu-6

tion Control Act, as amended (33 U.S.C. 1251, et seq.),7

the Oil Pollution Act of 1990 (Public Law 101–380), and8

the Act of July 27, 1990 (Public Law 101–337);9

$6,019,000 $4,000,000, to remain available until ex-10

pended: Provided, That sums provided by any party in fis-11

cal year 1996 and thereafter are not limited to monetary12

payments and may include stocks, bonds or other personal13

or real property, which may be retained, liquidated or oth-14

erwise disposed of by the Secretary and such sums or15

properties shall be utilized for the restoration of injured16

resources, and to conduct new damage assessment activi-17

ties.18

For expenses necessary to carry out the provisions20

of the Land and Water Conservation Fund Act of 1965,21

as amended (16 U.S.C. 460l–4–11), including administra-22

tive expenses, and for acquisition of land or waters, or in-23

expended.2

For expenses necessary to carry out the provisions5

of the Endangered Species Act of 1973 (16 U.S.C. 1531–6

1543), as amended by Public Law 100–478, $8,085,0007

for grants to States, to be derived from the Cooperative8

Endangered Species Conservation Fund, and to remain9

available until expended.10

NATIONAL WILDLIFE REFUGE FUND11

For expenses necessary to implement the Act of Octo-12

ber 17, 1978 (16 U.S.C. 715s), $10,779,000.13

REWARDS AND OPERATIONS14

For expenses necessary to carry out the provisions15

of the African Elephant Conservation Act (16 U.S.C.16

4201–4203, 4211–4213, 4221–4225, 4241–4245, and17

1538), $600,000, to remain available until expended.18

NORTH AMERICAN WETLANDS CONSERVATION FUND19

For expenses necessary to carry out the provisions20

of the North American Wetlands Conservation Act, Public21

501, the Service may, under cooperative cost sharing and16

partnership arrangements authorized by law, procure17

printing services from cooperators in connection with18

jointly-produced publications for which the cooperators19

share at least one-half the cost of printing either in cash20

or services and the Service determines the cooperator is21

capable of meeting accepted quality standards: Provided22

further, That the United States Fish and Wildlife Service23

may accept donated aircraft as replacements for existing24

aircraft: Provided further, That notwithstanding any other25
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provision of law, the Secretary of the Interior may not1

spend any of the funds appropriated in this Act for the2

purchase of lands or interests in lands to be used in the3

establishment of any new unit of the National Wildlife4

Refuge System unless the purchase is approved in advance5

by the House and Senate Committees on Appropriations6

in compliance with the reprogramming procedures con-7

tained in House Report 103–551:–Provided further, That8

none of the funds made available in this Act may be used9

by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service to impede or delay10

For authorized expenses necessary for scientific re-6

search relating to species biology, population dynamics,7

and ecosystems; inventory and monitoring activities; tech-8

nology development and transfer; the operation of Coopera-9

tive Research Units; for the purchase of not to exceed 6110

passenger motor vehicles, of which 55 are for replacement11

only; and for the general administration of the National12

Biological Service, $145,965,000, of which $145,915,00013

shall remain available until September 30, 1997, and of14

which $50,000 shall remain available until expended for15

construction: Provided, That none of the funds under this16

head shall be used to conduct new surveys on private prop-17

erty unless specifically authorized in writing by the prop-18

erty owner: Provided further, That none of the funds pro-19

vided herein for resource research may be used to admin-20

ister a volunteer program when it is made known to the21

Federal official having authority to obligate or expend such22

funds that the volunteers are not properly trained or that23

information gathered by the volunteers is not carefully veri-24

fied: Provided further, That no later than April 1, 1996,25
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the Assistant Secretary for Water and Science shall issue1

agency guidelines for resource research that ensure that sci-2

entific and technical peer review is used as fully as possible3

in selection of projects for funding and ensure the validity4

and reliability of research and data collection on Federal5

lands: Provided further, That no funds available for re-6

source research may be used for any activity that was not7

authorized prior to the establishment of the National Bio-8

logical Survey: Provided further, That once every five years9

the National Academy of Sciences shall review and report10

on the resource research activities of the agency: Provided11

further, That if specific authorizing legislation is enacted12

during or before the start of fiscal year 1996, the agency13

should comply with the provisions of that legislation.14

the approved budget which shall be carried out by the25
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Youth Conservation Corps as authorized by the Act of Au-1

gust 13, 1970, as amended by Public Law 93–408,2

$1,088,249,000 $1,092,265,000, without regard to the Act3

of August 24, 1912, as amended (16 U.S.C. 451), of4

which not to exceed $72,000,000, to remain available until5

expended is to be derived from the special fee account es-6

tablished pursuant to title V, section 5201, of Public Law7

100–203, and of which not more than $1 shall be available8

for activies of the National Park Service at the Mojave9

For expenses necessary in carrying out the provisions21

of the Historic Preservation Act of 1966 (80 Stat. 915),22

as amended (16 U.S.C. 470), $37,934,000 $38,312,000,23

to be derived from the Historic Preservation Fund, estab-24

lished by section 108 of that Act, as amended, to remain25

available for obligation until September 30, 1997.26
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CONSTRUCTION1

For construction, improvements, repair or replace-2

ment of physical facilities, $114,868,000 $116,480,000, to3

remain available until expended: Provided, That not to ex-4

ceed $6,000,000 $4,500,000 shall be paid to the Army5

Corps of Engineers for modifications authorized by section6

104 of the Everglades National Park Protection and Ex-7

pansion Act of 1989: Provided further, That up to8

$1,500,000 of the funds provided under this head, to be de-9

rived from the Historic Preservation Fund, established by10

the Historic Preservation Act of 1966 (80 Stat.

None of the funds in this Act may be spent by the Na-6

tional Park Service for a United Nations Biodiversity Ini-7

tiative in the United States.8

UNITED STATES GEOLOGICAL SURVEY9

SURVEYS, INVESTIGATIONS, AND RESEARCH10

For expenses necessary for the United States Geo-11

for the Northern spotted owl: Provided further, That tim-14

ber salvage activity in spotted owl habitat is to be done15

in full compliance with all existing environmental and for-16

est management laws.17

SEC. 317. None of the funds made available in this18

Act may be used for any program, project, or activity19

when it is made known to the Federal entity or official20

to which the funds are made available that the program,21

project, or activity is not in compliance with any applicable22

Federal law relating to risk assessment, the protection of23

private property rights, or unfunded mandates.24
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SEC. 318. None of the funds provided in this Act may1

be made available for the Mississippi River Corridor Herit-2

age Commission.3

SEC. 319. (a) LIMITATION ON USE OF FUNDS.—4

None of the funds made available in this Act may be used5

by the Department of Energy in implementing the Codes6

and Standards Program to plan, propose, issue, or pre-7

scribe any new or amended standard.8

(b) CORRESPONDING REDUCTION IN FUNDS.—The9

aggregate amount otherwise provided in this Act for ‘‘DE-10

PARTMENT OF ENERGY—Energy Conservation’’ is11

hereby reduced by $12,799,000.12

SEC. 320. None of the funds made available in this13

Act may be used by the Department of Energy in imple-14

menting the Codes and Standards Program to plan, pro-15

pose, issue, or prescribe any new or amended standard—16

(1) when it is made known to the Federal offi-17

cial having authority to obligate or expend such18

funds that the Attorney General, in accordance with19

section 325(o)(2)(B) of the Energy Policy and Con-20

servation Act (42 U.S.C. 6295(o)(2)(B)), determined21

that the standard is likely to cause significant anti-22

competitive effects;23

(2) that the Secretary of Energy, in accordance24

with such section 325(o)(2)(B), has determined that25
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the benefits of the standard do not exceed its bur-1

dens; or2

(3) that is for fluorescent lamps ballasts.3

SEC. 320. None of the funds made available in this4

Act may be used by the Department of Energy in imple-5

menting the Codes and Standards Program to plan, pro-6

pose, issue, or prescribe any new or amended standard for7

fluorescent lamps ballasts.8

SEC. 321. None of the funds made available in this9

Act may be used (1) to demolish the bridge between Jersey10

City, New Jersey, and Ellis Island; or (2) to prevent pe-11

destrian use of such bridge, when it is made known to12

the Federal official having authority to obligate or expend13

such funds that such pedestrian use is consistent with gen-14

erally accepted safety standards.15

SEC. 322. No funds appropriated or otherwise made16

available pursuant to this Act in fiscal year 1996 shall17

be obligated or expended to accept or process applications18

for a patent for any mining or mill site claim located under19

the general mining laws or to issue a patent for any such20

claim.21

SEC. 323. None of the funds appropriated or other-22

wise made available by this Act may be used for the pur-23

poses of acquiring lands in the counties of Lawrence, Mon-24

roe, or Washington, Ohio, for the Wayne National Forest.25
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SEC. 324. No part of any appropriation contained in1

this Act or any other Act shall be expended or obligated2

to fund the activities of the Office of Forestry and Economic3

Development after December 31, 1995.4

SEC. 325. No part of any appropriation contained in5

this Act or any other Act shall be expended or obligated6

to: (a) redefine the definition of an area in which a marbled7

murrelet is ‘‘known to be nesting’’; or (b) to modify the pro-8

tocol for surveying for marbled murrelets in effect on July9

21, 1995.10

SEC. 326. (a) LAND EXCHANGE.—The Secretary of the11

Interior (hereinafter referred to as the ‘‘Secretary’’) is au-12

thorized to convey to the Boise Cascade Corporation (here-13

inafter referred to as the ‘‘Corporation’’), a corporation14

formed under the statutes of the State of Delaware, with15

its principal place of business at Boise, Idaho, title to ap-16

proximately seven acres of land, more or less, located in17

sections 14 and 23, township 36 north, range 37 east, Wil-18

lamette Meridian, Stevens County, Washington, further19

identified in the records of the Bureau of Reclamation, De-20

partment of the Interior, as Tract No. GC–19860, and to21

accept from the Corporation in exchange therefor, title to22

approximately one hundred and thirty-six acres of land lo-23

cated in section 19, township 37 north, range 38 east and24

section 33, township 38 north, range 37 east, Willamette25
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Meridian, Stevens County, Washington, and further identi-1

fied in the records of the Bureau of Reclamation, Depart-2

ment of the Interior, as Tract No. GC–19858 and Tract3

No. GC–19859, respectively.4

(b) APPRAISAL.—The properties so exchanged either5

shall be approximately equal in fair market value or if they6

are not approximately equal, shall be equalized by the pay-7

ment of cash to the Corporation or to the Secretary as re-8

quired or in the event the value of the Corporation’s lands9

is greater, the acreage may be reduced so that the fair mar-10

ket value is approximately equal: Provided, That the Sec-11

retary shall order appraisals made of the fair market value12

of each tract of land included in the exchange without con-13

sideration for improvements thereon: Provided further, That14

any cash payment received by the Secretary shall be covered15

in the Reclamation Fund and credited to the Columbia16

Basin project.17

(c) ADMINISTRATIVE COSTS.—Costs of conducting the18

necessary land surveys, preparing the legal descriptions of19

the lands to be conveyed, performing the appraisals, and20

administrative costs incurred in completing the exchange21

shall be borne by the Corporation.22

(d) LIABILITY FOR HAZARDOUS SUBSTANCES.—(1)23

The Secretary shall not acquire any lands under this Act24

if the Secretary determines that such lands, or any portion25
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thereof, have become contaminated with hazardous sub-1

stances (as defined in the Comprehensive Environmental2

Response, Compensation, and Liability Act (42 U.S.C.3

9601)).4

(2) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the5

United States shall have no responsibility or liability with6

respect to any hazardous wastes or other substances placed7

on any of the lands covered by this Act after their transfer8

to the ownership of any party, but nothing in this Act shall9

be construed as either diminishing or increasing any re-10

sponsibility or liability of the United States based on the11

condition of such lands on the date of their transfer to the12

ownership of another party. The Corporation shall indem-13

nify the United States for liabilities arising under the Com-14

prehensive Environmental Response, Compensation, and15

Liability Act (42 U.S.C. 9601), and the Resource Conserva-16

tion Recovery Act (42 U.S.C. 6901 et seq.).17

(e) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—There are18

authorized to be appropriated such sums as may be nec-19

essary to carry out the purposes of this Act.20

SEC. 327. TIMBER SALES PIPELINE RESTORATION21

FUNDS.—(a) The Secretary of Agriculture and the Sec-22

retary of the Interior shall each establish a Timber Sales23

Pipeline Restoration Fund (hereinafter ‘‘Agriculture Fund’’24

and ‘‘Interior Fund’’ or ‘‘Funds’’). Any revenues received25
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from sales released under section 2001(k) of the Fiscal Year1

1995 Supplemental Appropriations for Disaster Assistance2

and Rescissions Act, minus the funds necessary to make3

payments to States or local governments under other law4

concerning the distribution of revenues derived from the af-5

fected lands, which are in excess of $37,500,000 (hereinafter6

‘‘excess revenues’’) shall be deposited into the Funds. The7

distribution of excess revenues between the Agriculture8

Fund and Interior Fund shall be calculated by multiplying9

the total of excess revenues times a fraction with a denomi-10

nator of the total revenues received from all sales released11

under such section 2001(k) and numerators of the total reve-12

nues received from such sales on lands within the National13

Forest System and the total revenues received from such14

sales on lands administered by the Bureau of Land Man-15

agement, respectively: Provided, That revenues or portions16

thereof from sales released under such section 2001(k),17

minus the amounts necessary for State and local govern-18

ment payments and other necessary deposits, may be depos-19

ited into the Funds immediately upon receipt thereof and20

subsequently redistributed between the Funds or paid into21

the United States Treasury as miscellaneous receipts as22

may be required when the calculation of excess revenues is23

made.24
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(b)(1) From the funds deposited into the Agriculture1

Fund and into the Interior Fund pursuant to subsection2

(a)—3

(A) seventy-five percent shall be available, with-4

out fiscal year limitation or further appropriation,5

for preparation of timber sales, other than salvage6

sales as defined in section 2001(a)(3) of the fiscal7

year 1995 Supplemental Appropriations for Disaster8

Assistance and Rescissions Act, which—9

(i) are situated on lands within the Na-10

tional Forest System and lands administered by11

the Bureau of Land Management, respectively;12

and13

(ii) are in addition to timber sales for14

which funds are otherwise available in this Act15

or other appropriations acts.16

(B) twenty-five percent shall be available, with-17

out fiscal year limitation or further appropriation, to18

expend on the backlog of recreation projects on lands19

within the National Forest System and lands admin-20

istered by the Bureau of Land Management, respec-21

tively.22

(2) Expenditures under this subsection for preparation23

of timber sales may include expenditures for Forest Service24

activities within the forest land management budget line25
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item and associated timber roads, and Bureau of Land1

Management activities within the Oregon and California2

grant lands account and the forestry management area ac-3

count, as determined by the Secretary concerned.4

(c) Revenues received from any timber sale prepared5

under subsection (b) or under this subsection, minus the6

amounts necessary for State and local government pay-7

ments and other necessary deposits, shall be deposited into8

the Fund from which funds were expended on such sale.9

Such deposited revenues shall be available for preparation10

of additional timber sales and completion of additional11

recreation projects in accordance with the requirements set12

forth in subsection (b).13

(d) The Secretary concerned shall terminate all pay-14

ments into the Agriculture Fund or the Interior Fund, and15

pay any unobligated funds in the affected Fund into the16

United States Treasury as miscellaneous receipts, whenever17

the Secretary concerned makes a finding, published in the18

Federal Register, that sales sufficient to achieve the total19

allowable sales quantity of the national forest system for20

the Forest Service or the allowable sales level for the Oregon21

and California grant lands for the Bureau of Land Man-22

agement, respectively, have been prepared.23

(e) Any timber sales prepared and recreation projects24

completed under this section shall comply with all applica-25
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ble environmental and natural resource laws and regula-1

tions.2

(f) The Secretary concerned shall report annually to3

the Committees on Appropriations of the U.S. Senate and4

the House of Representatives on expenditures made from the5

Fund for timber sales and recreation projects, revenues re-6

ceived into the Fund from timber sales, and timber sale7

preparation and recreation project work undertaken during8

the previous year and projected for the next year under the9

Fund. Such information shall be provided for each Forest10

Service region and Bureau of Land Management State of-11

fice.12

(g) The authority of this section shall terminate upon13

the termination of both Funds in accordance with the provi-14

sions of subsection (d).15

SEC. 328. Notwithstanding any other provision of law,16

none of the funds provided in this or any other act shall17

be available for travel and training expenses for the Bureau18

of Indian Affairs or the Office of Indian Education for edu-19

cation conferences or training activities.20

SEC. 329. Of the funds provided to the National En-21

dowment for the Arts:22

(a) The Chairperson shall only award a grant to23

an individual if such grant is awarded to such indi-24

vidual for a literature fellowship.25
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(b) The Chairperson shall establish procedures to1

ensure that no funding provided through a grant, ex-2

cept a grant made to a State or regional group, may3

be used to make a grant to any other organization or4

individual to conduct activity independent of the di-5

rect grant recipient. Nothing in this subsection shall6

prohibit payments made in exchange for goods and7

services.8

(c) No grant shall be used for seasonal support9

to a group, unless the application is specific to the10

contents of the season, including identified programs11

and/or projects.12

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘Department of the In-13

terior and Related Agencies Appropriations Act, 1996’’.14
